Irise toanneunce,
for my colleague and myself, thatthe people
of Alabama have adopted an ordinauce of
separation, and that they are all in favor ol
withdrawing from this Union. [ wish it to
be understood that this is the act of the
people of Alabama, in taking this momen-
tous step.

It is not wore than oune
foarth of a mile wide. The West point of
this island is at the mouth of Pensacola
bay. The latter is ot over oneand a qnar
ter mile wide.

FCRT PICKENS,

The principal means of definee to the
month of Pens efa ba: and the nuval sta-
tiom s Port Pickens.

During the
pust ten years, her per ceutage of increase
of population has been much less than that
of wny Southern State, and less than that
of vach of the Northern States with two
exceptivns, New Huwmpshire and Vermont
aml we believe we sta ¢ & fact, when we
say that, in proportion to her population,
she is the poorest State in the Union, her
valuation in jroportion to that population
being the least of any State. Our State,
conntry and town taxes are also beavier in
proportion to our population than those of
any other Stute.  For the decade, ending
m 1540, thore were but thirteen States
whose per centage of inercase of populution
wias rreater than our owo. Fnrlhﬂdswlc,
euding in 1860, there are thirty States
whose per centage of increase is boyond
th.t of Maine.
